2 eee omen 


As predicted in this department some time ago, 
there is a very close three-cornered fight going 
on in California in the race for the office of Gov- 
ernor, and no man is wise enough at this time 
to make a prediction that would be anything 
more than a guess. Hiram Johnson, Captain 
Fredericks and Senator Curtin are all strong 
men in their respective ways and parties. John- 
son is the present governor and has built up a 
most wonderful political machine in this state, a 
machine well equipped for political warfare and 
totally unscrupulous about waging it. Johnson 
is the head bull moose of the state. and, aside 
from Colonel Roosevelt, in the United States. He 
is bull-headed as well as bull moose, and _ is 
by no means an easy man to beat. There is no 
question but what Governor Johnson is. going 
to poll some votes. 

Captain Fredericks we know nothing about. 
except that he is district attorney of Los Ange- 


les and accredited as being a wealthy man. The 
claim by the Progressives and the Democrats 
that he represents the old time reactionary, 
stand-pat element of the Republican party of 
California would seem to be borne out by the 
fact that both M. H, de Young of the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle and General Harrison Gray Otis 
of the Los Angeles Times, the two big reaction- 
ary newspapers of the state, are out strong for 
his election and in his support. This is not ar- 
raigning the said standpat element for any par- 
tieular crime or crimes, but is merely a_ state- 
ment of what appears to be a fact. 

Senator Curtin is the nominee of the state 

Demovracy and he is making a whirlwind eam- 
paign that would indicate much following and 
support. If Curtin is elected he will have to get 
Republican votes, judging by the registration, but 
it is getting so nowdays that nobody ean tell 
anything by registration. Most people are reg- 
_fistering their national political preference on 
the books and then voting mixed tickets loeally, 
so the registration is little if any guide to what 
is going to happen. The present outlook cer- 
tainly indicates that if Curtin is not elected he 
will surely be second in the race. As between 
the vote that will be given Johnson and = Fred- 
ericks we confess our entire inability to make a 
good guess. It looks like tweedledee and twee- 
dledum. 
Curtin is a good man. Te has been sixteen 
years in the state senate, which speaks well as 
to what his home district people think of him. 
He says if he is elected he is going to throw a 
lot of Governor Johnson's state commissions in 
the rubbish heap, and in that, at least, he has our 
entire sympathy and approval. The 
heap is the best place for them. 

Governor Johnson makes affidavit to the fact 
that he only spent something like four hundred 
dollars in his primary campaign, while Captain 
Fredericks admits that he spent $15,000, 
difference. Either Governor Johnson is a tight- 
wad or else Captain Fredericks is a generous and 
liberal man financially. Maybe a little of both. 
Fredericks says if the Governor only spent that

small sum during a seven months’ campaign, 
with his salary going on at ten times that, he 
would get rich at campaignipg if he kept it up 
long enough.

““Men Charge Higher Rates 
for Handting Farm Than 
Factory Products. 


By Peter Radford. 
Lecturer National Farmers’ Union. 


The leading railroad systems of the 
nation will establish market bureaus 
to assist the farmers along their 
lines in marketing their products. 
Many roads have acceded to the re- 
Quest of the Farmers’ Union and an- 
nounced their willingness to enter 
into active co-operation with the far- 
mers in marketing their products. 


The express companies have sur 
veyed the fleld and the Federal Gov- 
ernment, through the parcel post, 
has demonstrated the Possibilities of 
the common carrier as a useful agency 
in marketing farm commodities. 

I consider the action of these giant 
business concerns in determining to 
co-operate with the farmers in mar- 
keting their crops, to be the greatest 
Product of human thought on the 
Western hemisphere during the past 
year, and it demonstrates that the 
educational work of the Farmers’ 
Union has brought the nation to a 
clearer understanding of the real 
problem of the farmer. 


To give information on marketing 
is far more valuable than to give 
advice on production. There is a mu- 
tual interest between the railroads 
and the farmer which cannot exist 
between any other lines of industry. 
The railroads are the teamsters of 
agriculture, and they are employed | 
only when there is something to haul. 
Good prices will do more to increase 
tonnage than any other factor, and 
railroads want tonnage.
